The Powers and China. 


The British Government’s appeal for co- 
| Operation among the Powers on a new 
Chinese programme has been received 
cordially by Belgium and Italy, and 
favourably by the United States. American 
newspapers admit the wisdom of the 
British proposals, although some of them 
hint that no brand of political idealism 
can be genuine which is not manufactured 
at Washington. Two important Powers, 
however, ~dislike the appeal: and make no 
secret of their views. The French Govern- 
ment, ignoring the Powers’ utter failure in 
recent years to reach any sort of agreement 
on Chinese affairs, rebukes England’s 
refusal to accept the fait non-accompli. It 
deprecates any attempt to “ interfere in 
the domestic policy of China’’—thus 
putting a wholly false interpretation on 
the British proposals—and it announces 
France s purpose to maintain a policy of 
inaction. “ For. the moment she does not 
intend to depart from the attitude of obser- 
vatign and expectation.’’ In a word, France 
is not prepared to recognise the Chinese 
people's new claims to national independ- 
ence or to. make the financial sacrifices 
which England regards as not merely 
expedient, but inevitable.. Japan rejects 
the British appeal for the plain reason 
that “it runs counter to her whole policy 
in China. She is backing the Northern 
War Lords with money and arms against 
the Cantonese Republic, and the British 
policy demands a strict indifference 
between the contending. forces. - If the 
Powers should adopt it, they. would admit 
alike Chang Tso-lin’s title to collect taxes 
and surtaxes in the North and Canton’s 
title to collect them in the South. Japan 
will make no such concession to her 
partner’s enemy. 

There is no truth in the French sugges- 
tion that the British proposals represent a 
breach of faith with the other Powers 
and have fallen upon them as a bomb- 
shell. A year ago, at the Tariff Conference 
in Peking, all the Powers, save Great 
Britain, desired that the Chinese Govern- 
ar Fís right to levy the surtaxes should 
be subject to two conditions. These were 
that the proceeds of the taxes should be 
controlled by the Powers for the payment 
of unsecured debts, and that. likin—or 
internal transport dues—should he 
abolished. The British delegates to the 
Conference held that the enforcement .! 
such conditions would be both undesirable 
and impracticable ; and this conviction is 
the basis of the British Government's 
plan for a fresh start in China. A not

The invasion of the world’s playing fields 
by the commercial spirit is exerting a very 
damaging effect on sport. In lawn 
tennis the amateur, so far as first-class 
players are concerned, almost has ceased 
to exist... Famous tennis “stars” have 
been known to take their orders from a 
firm of manufacturers, while the golfer 
who combines his game with commercial 
travelling “ on the side ” is becoming dis- 
tressingly common. Professionalism, teal 
and camouflaged, is ruining sport in 
Europe; but it seems to have completed 
its work in the United States. According 
to the President of the West Virginia 
Wesley University, the members of that 
institution's football team during the last 
season received on an average £100 apiece 
in indirect ways for their performances on 
the field. Inter-collegiate matches have 
become.so popular. in the United States 
that huge incomes are made by the univer- 
sities from “gate-money.’’ Last year no 
less than £4,000,000 were collected by 
about 300 colleges in this way. Harvard’s 
share. was £200,000, and the others 
profited in direct ratio to the ability of 
their teams. In view of this simple source 
of added income, the American colleges 
: are doing their best to attract good players 
to their courses. It seems that a young 
man, fresh from school, virtually puts him- 
self up for auction, and the college that 
makes the highest bid for his services as a 
footballer secures the honour of adding 
him to its list of graduates. Of course, no 
money changes hands; but free board and 
lodging, free books and free tuition are 
| offered generously. The authorities at 
West Virginia have decided, at the 
sacrifice of.a considerable yearly income, 
to abolish this pernicious system, and to 
organise the college games on a voluntary 
basis. They realise that the introduction 
of professionalism into university life is 
an unqualified evil; and their champion- 
ship of the amateur spirit will be 
applauded by those who play games for 
the games’ sake throughout the civilised 
world.

LORD LYVEDEN. | 
Courtenay Perey “Robert Vernon, third 
Baron Lyveden, lieutenant-commander in the 
Royal Naval Reserve (Transport Service), and 
& well-known. attor, died in his sixty-ninth 
year on ,Christmas- Day in London. Lord 
Lyveden was the son of the Rev. and Hon. 
Courtenay John Vernon and Alice Gertrude, 
daughter of the late Rev. M. Fitzgerald 8. 
Townshend, and he succeeded his uncle, the 
second Baron, in 1900. i 
Lord L n had had a somewhat varied 
career. e had served as a purser in the 
mercantile marine, and for some years had 
been captain in the Royal Lanark Militia. His 
connection with the stage began in 1882, and 
he was known generally in the provinces, and 
occasionally in London, as a player principally 
of elderly men’s parts. His last appearance 
in London was made during the summer of 
this year in ‘‘Cock o' the Roost’’ at the 
Garrick Theatre. He served throughout the 
European War (1914-1918), and was President 
of the British Committee for thé Study of 
Foreign Municipal Institutions. 

Lord Lyveden married, in 1890, Fanny 
Zelie, daughter of Major Hill, of Wollaston 
Hall, .Willingborough, by whom he had one 
son and-one daughter, She died in 1924, and 
last year he married Mrs. Ada Springate, an 
actress, whose stage name is Miss. Lynda 
Martell...

THE REV. JOHN G. O'REILLY. 

The Rev. John G. O’Reilly, Administrator 
of the Pro-Cathedral parish, one of the: most 
widely-known and popular priests in Dublin, 
died yesterday afternoon in St. Vincent's 
Hospital, Dublin, after an operation for an 
internal complaint, which attacked him sud- 
deniy on Sunday last: 

The unexpected news came with a painful 
shock to Dublin, for Father O'Reilly was 
attending to his duties in the usual way 
throughout the Christmas ceremonies at the 
Pro-Cathedral, and no one looked to be further 
away from death. His loss is mourned not 
only in his own parish, but by the general 
citizens of his native Dublin, Protestant as 
well as Roman Catholic. Everyone seems to 
oe known Father O'Reilly, and all liked 
im. 

He was born in Townsend street fifty-five 
years ago, the son of the late Alderman 
Gerald O’Reilly, a former Lord Mayor. He 
was educated at Castleknock College and 
Maynooth, and was ordained priest in 1898. 
For a few years he served as curate in Black- 
rotk parish; and twenty-six years ago he 
came to the Pro-Cathedral, where he was 
curate for twenty-four years, and Adminis- 
trator since 1924. 

The poor parish in which he spent his life 
was a perfect field of labour for a priest of 
the natural disposition of Father O'Reilly. 
He was a big-hearted man, and he looked it. 
There was not a small thought in his being. 
He was genial, jolly, and was welcome every- 
where. The stories of his simplicity of 
character and greatness of heart, numerous as 
they are, convey only an idea of what the 
man was. It would be a commonplace to say 
that he was charitable; for he actually gave 
away everything that he had, with no reserv- 
ing thought against imposition. He knew the 
hunger, physical and mental, of his poor 
parishioners in the tenements, and he did 
more than a man’s part to relieve both. For 
many years the name of Father O'Reilly will 
be dear to the people of the slums in the 
Pro-Cathedral parish.

LICENCE FOR TROUT-RODS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Many fishermen have written lately 
to your r, criticising the suggested annual 
tax of Age te rod. Untertonstely most of 
these criticisms have been destructive; there 
are arguments for, ahd agaist, fhia tax. Tf 
we, as fishermen, could get an assurance that 
the money so levied would be definitely in- 
vested in the construction of trout hatcheries, 
run on scientific lines, in certain approved 
areas in Southern Ireland, I am sure that 
most of the objections would instantly cease. 
This system. of hatcheries was adopted 
about sixty years ago in New Zealand. At 
that. time they had no game fish in the 
country, and now their inland fisheries are 
worth about three and a half millions per 
annum. They found that the-fining of 
shers was a farce; so they adopted the 
principle of jailing the offenders. . It. worked 
like a charm, and poaching ceased. “When 
licencés aré issued everyone has. to sign a 
declaration stating that he will do.everything 
he can to help the preservation of trout and 
salmon, and will report any breach of the 
fishing laws that may come under his notice. 
I am satisfied that, if the Irish Board of 
Fisheries adopted these rules and started’ a 
system of propaganda among the fishermen 
of the country, appealing for their assistance, 
the fishing in Ireland in a few years “would 
be so good that it ‘would add very. consider. 
ably to our revenue. Also many good sports- 
men from other countries would come to get

RECORD CROPS FROM VARIETY 


NAMED AFTER PRINCE OF WALES

Record yields are reported from Renfrew 
Wheat, a new variety propagated here, and 
named after the Prince of Wales, who during 
his sojourns on his Alberta estate is known 
as the Earl of Renfrew. 

Two years ago the Western Transfer Com 
pany, which farms 640 acres of irrigeted land 
near Lethbridge, bought two bushel: 
wheat from Mr. D. H. Galbraith, 
planted it on two acres, and raised 
80 bushels. This year they pianted 
bushels on 55 acres of summer fellow 1 
land. When threshed, the crop produced 
3,150 bushels, or more than 57 to the acre. 

Renfrew Wheat, bred by the Agricultural 
Branch of the Alberta University, now takes 
its place as one of the highest and most 
consistent vyjyelders among spring varieties 
sown 1n the West.
